New England town. In ay address to 
the people, after a fine military pa- 
rade and civic display, the president, 
finding a theme in the church influence 
in the foundation of Norwich, took oc- 
casion to express his views on the lib- 
erty of religious belief. 

He pleaded that every man should 
be allowed to worship God in his own 
way. The president declared, amid 
laughter, that the American  fore- 
fathers came to this country ostensibly 
to escape religious intolerance, but, 
as a matter of fact, in order that they 
might follow out thelr own religious 
ideas in their own way, and with a 
large degree of intolerance toward 
any other form of belief. 

There Was No Telerance. 

“We speak with great satisfaction 
of the fact,” said the president, ‘‘that 
our ancestors, and I claim New Eng- 
land ancestry, came to this country in 
order to establish freedom of religion. 
Well, if you are going to be exact, 
they came to this country to establish 
freedom of thelr own religion and 
not the freedom of anybody’s religion. 
The truth is that in those days such 
a thing as freedom of religion was 
not understood. We look with con- 
siderable horror and with a great deal 
of condemnation on those particular 
denominations that punished our an- 
cestors because our ancestors wished 
to have a different kind of religion, 
but when our ancestors got here in 
this country and ruled, they intended 
to have their religion and no other. 

“We have passed beyond that now.” 
said the presidént, “and are coming 
more and more to realize the right of 
the individual-to worship God as hé 
may choose. 

As to Self-Government. 

“The truth is, my dear friends, we 
have a great deal of discussion of free 
and references made to 
the Declaration of Independegce which 
this day celebrates. And some people 
so construe that instrrment that they 
would make it mean that any body of 
men or children or women are born 
with the instinct of self-government, 
so that they can frame a government 
as soon as they begin to talk. Now, 
that is not true. . Self-government has 
been fought out in the history of this 
world and by certain races has been 
hammered out by a thousand years of 
struggle. Men have taught themselves | 
how to govern themselves. They are 
not fit to govern themselves until they

Washington, July 5.—(Speciai.)—

They will be 
able as the result of its provisions to 
get back 99 per cent of the duties on 
cotton ties shipped abroad. 

It i's the impression in Washington 
that the president wi'l zive a minori- 
ty representation on the customs 
court authorized today, which is to be 
the final reviewing authority on all 
appeals affecting -tariff duties. There 
will be five members of this court, 
who will teceive $5,000 each per an- 
num. It is regarded as certain that 
cne member of the court will be from 
the svuth, and the meinber from that 
section will be a democrat. Me:nbers 
of the. court will not necessarily be 
lawyers.

LIKE PLUMMET 


And Is Dashed to Pieces 
Against Ground. 


Portland, Maine, July 5.—Mistaking 
the promiscuous firing of revolvers 
by the crowd below as a signal for 
the climax of his aerial act, James 
Corcoran, @n aeronaut, 28 ygars old, 
cf Lowell, Mass., cut loose with his 
parachute when but a few hundred 
feet from the earth at the Fourth of 
July celebration today and was dash- 
ed to the giound, meeting almost in- 
stant death at the feet of the horrifie:l 
spectators. 

Corcoran was employed by Profes- 
scr Joseph Laroux, of this city, with 
whom the municipal authorities con- 
tracted for balloon ascensions and 
parachute jumps today. Three para- 
chites were attached to the bailoon 
for a triple jump by the aeronaut. It 
Was arranged that” Corcoran should 
crop with his. parachpte..when he 
heard a number of revolver shots from 
Leroux on the ground, after the bal- 
‘con had reached a height of approxi- 


metely 5,000 feet. 
Corcoran had barely left the ground 


before promiscuous fireing of revolv- 
ers began, but Laroux called out to him 
to keep on upyard. Above a few hun- 
dred feet it is hard for an aeronaut to 
judge correctly his exact height, and 
so when Corcoran heard a second 
fusilade, it is believed he was certain 
the signal had come for him to cut 
loose in the parachute ,for he was seen 
to drop from the balloon, although he 
was scarcely 600 feet in the air. 

The distance was too short for the 
parachute to open properly, and the 
man dropped like a piummet, striking 
the ground about 1,000 feet from where 
the ascension was madé. He was alive 
when picked up, but unconscious. He 
had sustained a fracture of the skull 
and other injuries, and soon died.

Given Decision Over Billy 
Papke at ’Frisco. 


Fight Went the Full Twenty 
Rounds --- Decision of the 
Referee Not Favorably Re- 
ceived by Papke’s Friends. 
Receipts $27,000.

Arena, San- Francisco, July 58.— 
Stanley Ketchel, of Michigan, igs still 
the world’s middle-weight champion. 
In a desperate, gruelling battle, during 
which the champion was constantly on 
the aggressive, he was awarded the 
decision over Billy Papke of, Illinois, 
at the end of the twentieth round—the 
scheduled number. Kétchel broke his 
right hand in the sixth round. His 
left thumb also was dislocated. The 
decision of the referee was greeted 
with a mixture of cheers and hoots. 

Referee Roche, after the contest, 
made the following statement: 

“Ketchel was the aggressor at all 
times. Furthermore, he landed the 
cleaner and harrier punches and scored 
the only knock-down—in the tenth 
round—although nearly every body 
seemed to think that Papke had slip- 
ped to the floor. There is absolutely 
no question that Ketchel arned a 
clear-cut deeision.” 

As to the fight itself, the “assassin,” 
as Ketchel has been characterized by 
ring followers, bade fair literally to 
live up to this name. He forced the 
fighting from the tap of the initial 
gong, and, with thé exception of the 
third, enjoyed a clear lead in the first 
half of the battle. 

In the eleventh, Ketche) landed time 
and again with ponderous lefts, though, 
try as he would, he could not find a 
vital place. Both men were bleeding 
freely at this stage of the battle. 

Papke, in particular, was spouting 
blood from his mouth and nose until 
the center of the ring resembled a 
shambles. 

The feature of the fight was the 
extreme yiciousness with which both 
men fought and the apparent hatred 
that lurked behind every punch. 

Then seen in his dressing room, 
Ketchel gave out this statement: 

“I broke my hand in the sixth round 
and later on—in the eighth round, I 
believe—I dislocatéd my left thumb. 
But for these mishaps, I would have 
made short work of Papke. I could 
not hit effectively when the opportu- 
nity came, and particularly in the tenth 
round. I will be only too glad to give 
Papke another chance.” 

Ed Papke, brother-manager of the 
defeated pugilist, minced no words in 
showing his displeasure over the dect- 
sion. He said Papke should have been 
given a draw. 

The defeated pugilist said he would 
fight Ketchel at any time. Willus 
Britt said that unless Ketchel’s hand 
improved the champion would not be 
able to fight Jim Flynn in Los Angeles 
On July 14 next. 

It was estimated the receipts would 
approximate 827,000.

The history of the American polo 
cup, which returns to the United 
States, after an ‘absence of twenty- 
three years, is not unlike the history 
of the America’s cup which English 
yachtsmen have so unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to win back from America 
The polo cup was firet given in 1886 
on the occasion of a visit to the United 
States of a strofig English team. The 
best of the American teams was quite 
incapable of defeating the Englishmen, 
and thus the trophy went to Eng- 
land, where it has remfained ever since. 
Fourteen years later America made a 
first attempt to win it back, but with- 
out success. Another attempt was 
made in 1902. On this occasion the 
Americans won one of the three 
matches. The present is consequently 
the third challenge in twenty-three 
yéars, and the Hurlingham committee 
selected the strongest possible team 
of contenders. 

One of'the conditions of this inter- 
national ‘contest is that the trophy 
shall be competed for under the rules 
im force in the country which, for the 
time béing, holds the cup. Thus the 
Americans today played according to 
the Hurlingham rules. In England the 
off-side rule is a very strétct oné, while 
in America there is no penalty for off- 
side. 

The Americans are also used to play- 
ing shorter periods than the regulation 
Hurlingham ten minutes.

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\ DANGER IN TENNESSEE JUSTICE. 


Tennessee legal procedure, as exemplified in the decision rendered 

by the supreme court of that state granting new trials to the night rider 
murderers of Captain Quentin Rankin, presents in marked degree the 
extremely dangerous end to which technicality and legal quibble .nay be 
used to bring about the miscarriage of justice. 
* When Tennessee took prompt hold of the night rider outrages, 
the militia into the field and arrested the leaders of this band of assassins, 
and convicted them, sending the ringleaders to the gallows and some of 
their associates to life terms in the penitentiary, that state was applauded 
for the evidence of its purpose and determination to suppress outlawry. 

But the supreme court of that state, by a stroke of the pen, has largely 
nullified the good work then done, for no other reason than the alleged 
failure of the trial court to follow the strict letter of the law in the 
selection of grand and petit juries. 

It cannot be credited that the good people of that state will condone 
this refusal to punish the most flagrant and outrageous murder in the recent 
history of Tennessee. 

If human discretion, lodged in men supposed to be capable of jnterpreting 
the law, will not protect society from the consequences of that class of 
technicality invoked solely for the purpose of defeating the ends of justice 
then the law should take a hand and abridge that discretion to the point 
at least where society might be reasonably safe. 

Where unassailable evidence justifies a verdict, 
this instance, technicality should not be permitted to interfere with the 
execution of it. 3 

There has never yet been tried an absolutely flawless case. Some- 
where in every court record will be found more or less error. Then if 
technicality is to be permitted to override justice, administration of the 
law will lie in the hands of the strong and there will be no need of

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WHERE CANDOR IS NEEDED. 


Following the sensational charges and resignation of Government 
Inspector Harms at the East St. Louis stock yards, an investigating com- 
mittee has been rigorously proving his statements to the effect that condi- 
tions were radically unsanitary—little better, in fact, than those that pre 
cipitated the wholesale Chicago packing house scandal a few years ago. 

One of the first of the committee’s acts seems to have been the dismissal 
of two other government inspectors, for reasons that have not yet been 
made public. 

Both of these inspectors now charge that they were.let out practically 
for corroborating the accusations originally brought by Harms, although 
they were promised protection regardless of the nature of their evidence. 

The country will not be concerned so keenly in the individual fate 
of these two inspectors as in a full and candid statement concerning the 
actual status at this important packing house center. 

If government employees have been bribed or are being bribed to 
nullify the protection of the pure food law, the country has a right to 
know it. 

Thus far, a baffling veil of secrecy haz surrounded the government 
probe. In a matter so vital as the food supply, the government cannot 
afford to be otherwise than unreservedly frank, irrespective of the particular

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INCREASING AN INDUSTRY BY PUBLICITY. 


No one doubts that publicity—advertising, at the last analysis—is one 
of the main ingredients in the evolution of big modern business. How 
this principle may be applied effectively on a cooperative basis to widen 
markets and create new ones, is illustrated by the striking success of the 
allied fruit growers of California. 

Two years ago the growers, through their exchange, began an ad- 
vertising campaign with an appropriation of $5,000. The next year they 
spent $25,000 telling the country about the virtues of California fruit. And 
this year the sum of $50,000 has been set aside for the same purpose

sumed ninety carloads of California fruit. The next year, with advertising, 
the amount jumped to 172, or nearly 100 per cent. 

Other similarly impressive comparisons are given for various localities, 
and they must be credited, since hard-headed business men would not be in- 
creasing a cold outlay of cash in so large a ratio in two years, did not 
results justify the expenditure. 

The growers have found that the campaign was aided by adopting 
special brands for different fruits, and applying them throughout the pro- 
cess of marketing and publicity, even going so far as to wrap each indi- 
vidual orange in tissue paper bearing the title of the brand. 

All these revelations are coming out as the result of the investiga- 
tions of a committee, of orange-growers from Florida, seeking to discover 
the reason for the encroaching sales of the western product. 

It is a safe bet that the men from the south will take a leaf from 
the experience of western -enterprise, and straightway inaugurate similar 
methods. They do not expect to displace the California product. Their 
plan ‘is to increasé the demand for Florida fruit, so that .as a result of 
their campaigns the total] consumption of the country will appreciate con- 
siderably. /
